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Professor Stephan Waetzoldt, the General Director of the National Museums 
in Berlin, arrived here yesterday to visit the Cleveland Museum of Art. 

He was accompanied by a committee of Government Officials and architects 
from West Germany who are studying architectural innovations and 
management practices in major museums across America. 

As one of the most outstanding museums in the country, the Cleveland Museum 
of Art warranted close scrutiny. The group was particularly impressed by 
the new Educational Wing, still under construction, but nearing completion. 
Designed by the acclaimed architect, Marcel Breuer, the new structure will 
be oriented toward the Museum's public functions (Education, special exhibitions, 
lectures, concerts and so forth). The 1916 and 1958 wings will serve as 
the repository of the Museum's permanent collections. 

The new monolithic granite wing will increase the size of the Museum by 
half, yet, it is so designed to integrate harmoniously with the older 
structures. Among the expanded facilities will be an auditorium, lecture 
theatres, class rooms and special exhibition galleries. The Museum has been 
a pioneer in the educational field and this addition will consolidate 
its lead in this sphere as well as allowing a more spacious display of 
the permanent collections.
